The Treasury Department became a 


member of the New York Clearing 
House en January 1st last. Up to the 
first of this month all government 
balances through the Clearing House 
have been settled in Unit;d States notes. 
Since the first of the present mouth 
.the total balances paid, by the Sub- 
Treasury at New York through the 
Clearing House amounted to $15,241,- 
,000. 
v Of this sum $5,000,000 and all 


checks for called bonds, $2,500,000, 
have teen paid in gold at that point, 
which makes the. total amount of gold 
paid out at New York since tne first 
fast., "$7,'500,bo6.'"' This payment of 
gold, it is'said:by the Treasury officials, 
will last as long as tho heavy receipts of 
gold from abroad and the scarcity of 
notes continue. While the $7,500,000 
was being paid put, about $4,000,000 in 


- gold was- received at the Treasury de- 


partment,, making an netual increase in 
the gold circulation of more than $3,- 
,000,000, inclusive-of the $200,000 re- 
cently shipped from the Mint by "order 
"of the Secrclary.
